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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Although the drawings show that the locking 
members move in different directions, that limitation is not claimed. Deguchi teaches a plurality of spring loaded locking members (Fig. 3 
[3 & 3]) which are used as positive and negative contacts for the battery and a plurality of latching members (Fig. 3 [14 & 14]). 

Regarding claim 1 1 , the original rejection stands in view of the explanation above with respect to claim 1 . 

Regarding claim 18, Jaster is not relied upon for the lock release device as mentioned in claim 1 1 , but rather Deguchi alone teaches claim 
1 1 as can be seen in the final rejection office action mailed on 5/26/2006. The examiner points to Jaster as teaching opposing hooks with 
spring biases that move in substantially different directions. Jaster does teach a release specific to the invention as claimed in Fig. 4 of 
Jaster, but that is different from the combination of Deguchi in view of Jaster. 
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
